Judge overturns 
gay marriage ban

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A federal judge overturned 
California’s gay-marriage ban Wednesday in a landmark case 
that could eventually force the U.S. Supreme Court to confront 
the question of whether same-sex couples have a constitutional 
right to wed. 

The ruling by Chief U.S. District Judge Vaughn Walker touched 
off a celebration outside the courthouse. Gay couples waved 
rainbow and American flags and erupted with cheers in the city 
that has long been a magnet for gays.

CHICAGO - Alone on his 49th 
birthday, President Barack 
Obama fled the empty White 
House mansion and headed 
for a more intimate celebration 
with longtime friends in his 
Chicago hometown. 

Obama has been living a 
bachelor’s life for the past 
several days with first lady 


Michelle Obama and daughter 
Sasha visiting Spain and 
daughter Malia spending the 
month away at an undisclosed 
camp. 

Before leaving Washington on 
Wednesday afternoon with the 
family dog, Bo, Obama got a 
couple of presents he didn’t 
have to unwrap and which 
the White House described 
as being the highlight of his 
day: telephone calls from the

women in his life. 

Mrs. Obama and Sasha phoned 
in their happy birthday wishes, 
followed by a lunchtime call 
from Malia. 

“Needless to say ... both those 
calls were the highlights of 
his day,” White House press 
secretary Robert Gibbs told 
reporters who traveled with 
Obama aboard Air Force One. 
Obama’s Secret Service detail 
got him a present, though 
Gibbs would describe it only as 
“heartfelt.” As the presidential 
motorcade pulled closer to his 
house in Hyde Park, neighbors 
lined the street to welcome 
him home with waves and 
signs, including “Happy 49th 
Birthday President Barack 
Obama” and “Happy Birthday 
Mr. President.” 

Obama’s birthday — though 
a year short of the milestone 
5-0 — also was viewed in 


this election year as a prime 
fundraising opportunity for 
Democrats, who fear losing 
their hold on both houses of 
Congress come November. E- 
mails, house parties and other 
forms of outreach sought to 
capitalize on Obama’s big 
day. 

Mrs. Obama even joined the 
act, asking supporters to sign 
an e-mail birthday card being 
distributed by Organizing for 
America, Obama’s political 
organization. More than 1.2 
million people had signed it as 
of Wednesday morning. 

The Republican Party marked 
the occasion with a new 
website offering 11 different e- 
cards people can send Obama, 
including ones mocking the 
ethics problems of Democratic 
Reps. Charles Rangel of New 
York and Maxine Waters of 
California, and noting key 


Democratic election losses 
in Virginia, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts. 

Obama planned to help out 
with the money-raising on 
Thursday by headlining 
separate events in Chicago for 
the Democratic Party and Alexi 
Giannoulias, the Democrat 
eyeing the Senate seat Obama 
gave up to become president. 
The president spoke earlier 
Wednesday at an AFL-CIO 
meeting in Washington and 
joked about not getting 
a birthday cake from his 
“good friends” in the labor 
movement. A cake apparently 
had been planned, according 
to union president Richard 
Trumka, but he said the Secret 
Service had nixed the idea. 
Obama said he’d have a talk 
with the agents then joked, 
“They’re probably eating it 
right now.’Q

Shelly Bailes embraced her 
wife Ellen Pontac as Bailes 
held a sign reading, “Life 
Feels Different When You’re 
Married.” 

In New York City, about 150 
people gathered in front of a 
lower Manhattan courthouse. 
They carried signs saying “Our 
Love Wins” as organizers read 
portions of the ruling. 

Walker made his decision in 
a lawsuit filed by two gay 
couples who claimed the 
voter-approved ban violated 
their civil rights. 

The ruling “vindicates the 
rights of a minority of our 
citizens to be treated with 
decency and respect and 
equality in our system,” 
said former U.S. Solicitor 
General Theodore Olson, who 
delivered the closing argument 
at trial for opponents of the 
ban. California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger also praised 
the ruling as an important step 
toward equality and freedom. 
Protect Marriage, the coalition 
of religious and conservative 
groups that sponsored the ban, 
said it would immediately 
appeal the ruling to the 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

“In America, we should 
uphold and respect the 
right of people to make 
policy changes through the 
democratic process, especially 
changes that do nothing more 
than uphold the definition 
of marriage that has existed 
since the founding of this 
country and beyond,” said 
Jim Campbell, a lawyer on the 
defense team. 

Despite the favorable ruling 
for same-sex couples, gay 
marriage will not be allowed 
to resume immediately. 

Judge Walker said he wants 
to decide whether his order 
should be suspended while the 
proponents of the ban pursue 


their appeal. He ordered 
both sides to submit written 
arguments by Friday on the 
issue. 

The appeal would go first to 
the 9th Circuit then to the U.S. 
Supreme Court if the high 
court justices agree to review 
it. California voters passed 
the ban as Proposition 8 in 
November 2008, five months 
after the state Supreme Court 
legalized gay marriage. 
Supporters argued the ban 
was necessary to safeguard 
the traditional understanding 
of marriage and to encourage 
responsible childbearing. 
Walker, however, found it 
violated the Constitution’s due 
process and equal protection 
clauses while failing “to 
advance any rational basis 
in singling out gay men 
and lesbians for denial of a 
marriage license.” 

“Indeed, the evidence shows 
Proposition 8 does nothing 
more than enshrine in the 
California Constitution the 
notion that opposite-sex 
couples are superior to same- 
sex couples,” the judge wrote 
in his 136-page ruling. 

He also said proponents 
offered little evidence that 
they were motivated by 
anything other than animus 
toward gays — beginning 
with their campaign to pass 
the ban, which included claims 
of wanting to protect children 
from learning about same-sex 
marriage in school. 
“Proposition 8 played on 
the a fear that exposure to 
homosexuality would turn 
children into homosexuals 


and that parents should dread 
having children who are not 
heterosexual,” Walker wrote. 
Walker heard 13 days of 
testimony and arguments since 
January during the first trial 
in federal court to examine if 
states can prohibit gays from 
getting married. 

The plaintiffs presented 18 
witnesses. Academic experts 
testified about topics ranging 
from the fitness of gay 
parents and religious views on 
homosexuality to the historical 
meaning of marriage and the 
political influence of the gay 
rights movement. 

Olson teamed up with David 
Boies to argue the case, 
bringing together the two 
litigators best known for 
representing George W. Bush 
and A1 Gore in the disputed 
2000 election. 

Defense lawyers called just 
two witnesses, claiming 
they did not need to present 
expert testimony because U.S. 
Supreme Court precedent was 
on their side. The attorneys 
also said gay marriage was 
an experiment with unknown 
social consequences that 
should be left to voters to 
accept or reject. 

Former U.S. Justice 
Department lawyer Charles 
Cooper, who represented the 
religious and conservative 
groups that sponsored the 
ban, said cultures around the 
world, previous courts and 
Congress all accepted the 
“common sense belief that 
children do best when they 
are raised by their own mother 
and father. ”□

Senate jobs bill clears key hurdle

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— U.S. Senate Democrats 
on Wednesday overcame 
Republican opposition and 
cleared the way for a $26 
billion measure to help states 
ease their severe budget 
problems and save the jobs of 
tens of thousands of teachers 
and other public employees. 
The bill advanced by a 61- 
38 tally that ensures the 
measure will pass the Senate 
on Wednesday or Thursday. 
The leader of the House of 
Representatives, Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, a Democrat, 
said the House will return 
next week from a recess for a 
final vote that would deliver 
the bill to President Barack 
Obama, his larger jobs agenda 
curtailed by Republicans who 
argue against the spending it 
would entail. 

Moderate Republican Sens. 
Olympia Snowe and Susan 
Collins cast the key votes to 
break the Republican delaying 
tactics. 

The bill would extend 
programs enacted in last year’s 
stimulus law to help preserve 
the jobs of teachers, police 
officers, firefighters and other 
public employees. 

The legislation is scaled back 
from versions that stalled 


earlier this summer as part of a 
larger tax-and-spend measure 
extending jobless benefits and 
a variety of expired tax breaks. 
The first piece is $16 billion 
to help states with their health 
care for the poor budgets in the 
first six months of next year. 

It is less generous than the help 
provided under the stimulus 
law but is still desperately 
sought by governors, who 
have already made big budget 
cuts as tax revenues have 
plummeted in the recession 
and warn of even worse 
cuts if the federal help is not 
continued. 

The measure also contains $10 
billion to help school boards 
hit with similar budget woes 
avoid teacher layoffs this fall. 
“This legislation makes a 
difference,” said Sen. Patty 
Murray, a Democrat. “Real 
people in real jobs. Real 
paychecks.” 

But most Republicans opposed 
the measure, calling it a payoff 
to public employee unions and 
warning that it would make 
the states ever-dependent on 
federal funds. 

The spending is accompanied 
by tax increases and spending 
cuts to avoid increasing 
the budget deficit. The bill 
eliminates in March 2014 an 
expanded food stamp benefit 
enacted last year and limits 


the ability of some U.S.-based 
multinational companies to 
use foreign tax credits to 
reduce their U.S. taxes. 

“That would have the effect 
of driving jobs overseas,” 
said Sen. Lamar Alexander, a 
Republican. 

Democrats, who control 
the chamber with 59 votes, 
needed to pick up at least 
one Republican to muster the 
60 votes required in the 100- 
member chamber to defeat 
Republican stalling tactics. 
Wednesday’s vote to defeat 
the Republicans came after 
Democratic leaders made final 
tweaks to the measure in hopes 
of winning over Snowe and

Collins. The duo also provided 
the key votes last month to 
pass a six-month extension of 
jobless assistance for the long¬ 
term unemployed. 

A vote scheduled for Monday 
was postponed after an 
analysis by the Congressional 
Budget Office showed 
the measure would add to 
the budget deficit. Snowe 
and Collins also had been 
concerned about cuts to Navy 
shipbuilding accounts since 
the Bath Iron Works in their 
state of Maine is so essential to 
the state’s economy. Majority 
Leader Harry Reid got rid of 
the proposed cuts Monday

Senate to try 
again to fund 
border 
security

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate will make another 
stab at increasing spending 
for U.S. border security 
before closing down for its 
monthlong summer recess at 
the end of this week. 

Sen. Charles Schumer, a 
Democrat, is going to try 
to push through a bill that 
provides an additional $600 
million for the border. That 
includes $176 million to hire 
1,500 more officers to form a 
strike force to be deployed in 
critical areas along the border, 
his office said Wednesday. 
The House of 

Represdentatives passed a 
measure with $701 million 
for border security, before it 
left for its recess last week. 
The White House has sought 
the additional funding, and, 
with illegal immigration 
shaping up as a major issue 
in the November election, 
both parties have pressed 
for action to restore some 
semblance of order to the 
country’s southern border. 

It is unclear whether 
Schumer’s proposal will 
gain the Republican 
support needed to act on it 
before the Senate recesses. 
Republicans have proposed 
similar legislation but would 
pay for it by taking unused 
money from the Obama 
administration’s economic 
stimulus program, an idea 
unacceptable to Democrats. 
Schumer would pay for his 
measure by raising fees on 
visas for temporary skilled 
workers sent to the United 
States by Indian companies. 
The House is set to return 
for a special session next 
week to vote on a $26 billion 
package the Senate passed 
Wednesday to help states 
with their budget crises and 
protect the jobs of tens of 
thousands of teachers. That 
would also give the House 
an opportunity to take up the 
border security issue if the 
Senate acts this week.Q

The government stopped just 
short of pronouncing the well 
dead, cautioning that cement 
and mud must still be pumped 
in from the bottom to seal it 
off for good. 

President Barack Obama 
declared that the battle to 
contain one of the world’s 
worst oil spills is “finally close 
to coming to an end.” 

Yet after months of living with 
lost income, fouled shorelines 
and dying wildlife, some Gulf 
Coast residents weren’t so 
sure. 

“I don’t think we’ve finished 
with this,” said 59-year-old 
Harry “Cho-cho” Cheramie, 
who grew up in Grand Isle, 
Louisiana. “We haven’t really 
started to deal with it yet. We 
don’t know what effect it’s 
going to have on our seafood 
in the long run.” 

Still, it appeared there might 
finally be an end in sight 
to the disaster that closed 
vast stretches of fishing 
areas, interrupted the usually 
lucrative tourist season, and 
cost BP’s CEO his job and 
the company’s shareholders 
billions of dollars. 

BP PLC said 2,300 barrels 
of mud forced down the well 
overnight had pushed the crude 
back down to its source for the 
first time since the Deepwater 
Horizon rig exploded off 
Louisiana on April 20, killing 


11 workers and sending tar 
balls washing onto beaches 
and oil oozing into delicate 
coastal marshes. 

And there was more seemingly 
good news: A National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration report released 
Wednesday claimed that only 
about 30 percent of the spilled 
oil remains in the Gulf and is 
degrading quickly. The rest 
has been contained or cleaned 
up or otherwise disappeared, 
and the report also said the 
oil no longer poses a threat to 
the Florida Keys or the East 
Coast. 

However, some independent 
experts said they were 
concerned that the 
government’s method of 
estimating the amount was 
too simple for such a complex 
spill, and even government 
scientists cautioned the rosy 
numbers do not mean the Gulf 
is out of harm’s way. 

The containment effort — and 
the cleanup — aren’t finished 
either. Crews that forced in the 
mud for the “static kill” now 
must decide whether to follow 
up by pumping cement down 
the broken wellhead. Federal 
officials said they won’t 
declare complete victory until 
they pump in mud and cement 
from the bottom to seal the 
well, a procedure that might 
not be done for weeks. 

“We’re in a good place 
today, but we want to get it

permanent over the near term, 
whether that’s days or weeks,” 
said Kent Wells, BP senior 
vice president, who repeatedly 
and pointedly avoided saying 
the static kill had finished the 
job. Asked when he will be 
able to say the well is dead, he 
replied: “I’m looking forward 
to that day.” 

An experimental cap had 
stopped the oil from flowing 
for the past three weeks, but it 
was not a permanent solution. 
Before it was lowered, the 
government estimates that 172 
million gallons (650 million 
liters) of oil had flowed into 
the Gulf. 


And before that, BP tried a 
series of often-absurd sounding 
contraptions, raising hopes 
only to dash them when those 
efforts failed. They included 
a giant 100-ton containment 
box that got clogged with ice¬ 
like crystals and the so-called 
junk shot, an attempt to clog 
up the well with golf balls and 
rubber scraps. 

The apparent success of the 
static kill had some along the 
Gulf curious about why BP 
waited so long to try it. 

“I’m wondering, as smart as the 
people in the U.S. government 
are, they couldn’t have done 
this sooner?” asked 78-year- 


old Willie Jones, a retiree from 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, who 
sat in the shade in Pensacola 
Beach, Florida, while his wife 
and granddaughter ventured 
onto the white — and oil free 
— sand. 

But the static kill — also 
known as bullheading — 
probably would not have 
worked without the cap in 
place. It involved slowly 
pumping the mud from a ship 
down lines running to the top 
of the ruptured well a mile 
below, and a similar effort 
failed in May when the mud 
couldn’t overcome the flow of 
oil.Q 


Group sues to stop mosque 
near NewYork’s ground zero 


Law and Justice, founded by 
the Rev. Pat Robertson, filed 
suit Wednesday to challenge 
a city panel’s decision to 
let developers tear down a 
building to make way for 
the mosque two blocks from 
ground zero. 

The city Landmarks 
Preservation Commission 
moved too fast in making a 
decision, underappreciated 
the building’s historic value 
and “allowed the intended use 
of the building and political 
considerations to taint the 
deliberative process,” lawyer 
Brett Joshpe wrote in papers 
filed in a Manhattan state 
court. The Washington, D.C.- 
based group represents a 


firefighter who responded 
to and survived the terrorist 
attack at the World Trade 
Center. 

City attorneys are confident 
the landmarks group adhered 
to legal standards and 
procedures, Law Department 
spokeswoman Kate O’Brien 
Ahlers said. A spokesman for 
the planned Islamic center, Oz 
Sultan, declined to comment 
on the lawsuit but said 
organizers were continuing 
to work toward choosing an 
architect. 

The mosque has become a 
national political flashpoint, 
pitting several influential 
Republicans and the nation’s 
most prominent Jewish civil 


rights group against New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
and others. In one of the latest 
signs of the issue’s political 
reach beyond Manhattan, 
Massachusetts Gov. Deval 
Patrick expressed support 
Wednesday for the proposed 
mosque. 

The group behind the $100 
million project, the Cordoba 
Initiative, describes it as a 
Muslim-themed community 
center. Early plans call not 
only for prayer space but for 
a swimming pool, culinary 
school, art studios and other 
features. Developers envision 
it as a hub for interfaith 
interaction, as well as a place 
for Muslims to bridge some of 
their faith’s own schisms. □ 
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Historian doubts Demjanjuk’s wartime account

MUNICH (AP) — A 
U.S. military historian on 
Wednesday testified in the 
trial of the retired Ohio 
autoworker accused of 
being a guard at the Nazis’ 


Associated Press 
Sobibor death camp and 
expressed doubt about John 
Demjanjuk’s account of his 
whereabouts in the last years 
of World War II. 

Bruce W. Menning told 
the Munich state court 
Wednesday that Demjanjuk’s 


claim he went to the Austrian 
city of Graz late in 1944 to 
j oin aUkrainian force fighting 
the Soviets under German 
command was “implausible” 
as the group only came 
through the Austrian city in 
March 1945. 

But defense attorney Ulrich 
Busch rejected Menning’s 
testimony, saying his account 
of historical events was partly 
wrong. 

Demjanjuk, who was 
deported from the U.S. to 
Germany in May 2009, is 
being tried on 28,060 counts 
of accessory to murder. He 
denies the charges and says he 
was never a camp guard. The 
defense maintains Demj anjuk 
was a Soviet soldier captured 
by the Germans and spent 
most of the war in prison 
camps himself. 

Menning, an expert on the 


history of the Soviet Union 
who taught at the U.S. Army 
Command and General Staff 
College in Kansas, also 
questioned other details of 
Demjanjuk’s account. 

He said that Demjanjuk’s 
claim he spent some 18 
months until October 1944 
as a German prisoner of war 
at a camp in Chelm, Poland, 
was highly implausible. 
Menning said on Tuesday the 
Germans moved the camp 
away from the front line 
by May 1944, from Chel m 
at the Ukrainian border to 
Skiemiewice in the west of 
the country. 

The historian previously 
testified as an expert in the 
denaturalization proceedings 
against the Ukrainian-born 
Demjanjuk in 2001, when 
Demjanjuk had his U.S. 
citizenship revoked after 


the Justice Department 
alleged he hid his past as the 
notorious Treblinka guard 
“Ivan the Terrible.” 

He was extradited to Israel, 
where he was found guilty and 
sentenced to death in 1988, 
only to have the conviction 
overturned five years later as 
a case of mistaken identity. 
Defense attorney Busch said 
on Tuesday that Menning 
was not an expert on the 
Russian or Ukrainian forces 
allied with Nazi Germany, 
such as the Shandruk or the 
Vlasov army. He asserted 
that Menning was wrong 
to claim those forces didn’t 
exist until 1945. 

He said they were gathering 
their men months before they 
officially started their duty— 
suggesting Demjanjuk could 
have joined those fighters in 
1944 as he claims. □

Thick smog from 
raging wildfires 
engulfs Moscow

PEREDELTSY, Russia (AP) 
— Moscow was engulfed by 
the thickest blanket of smog 
yet this summer, an acrid, 
choking haze from wildfires 
that have wiped out Russian 
forests, villages and a military 
base. 

Passengers on Moscow’s 
subway said the eye-stinging 
haze hovered above the 
platforms on Wednesday, and 
City Hall warned of health 
risks from the smoke, which 
is carrying harmful gases, 
including carbon monoxide. 

“I woke up before dawn and 
thought I was going to die of 
suffocation,” said Yadviga 
Pashkova, a frail, 62-year- 
old former schoolteacher who 
lives in central Moscow. “It 
felt awful because there was 
no way out.” 

To the east, firefighters 
focused on beating flames 
back from a top-secret nuclear 


research facility. In the capital, 
President Dmitry Medvedev 
fired several high-ranking 
military officials over what 
he called criminal negligence 
in fires that ravaged a military 
base. 

Russia is suffering through its 
worst heat wave on record, 
a condition that has sparked 
forest and peat fires across its 
central and western regions 
that have killed at least 48 
people in the past week. 
Temperatures for weeks have 
soared as high as 38 Celsius 
(100 Fahrenheit) in Moscow, 
where the average summer 
temperature usually is around 
23 Celsius (75 Fahrenheit). 
Over the last 24 hours, 
firefighters have extinguished 
293 fires, but 403 others have 
been spotted and more than 
500 others have continued 
to rage over large swathes of 
countryside, some of them out 
of control, the Emergencies 
Ministry said.

Dry winds have sent clouds 
of smog over Moscow 
before, but Wednesday’s 
was the worst yet, with the 
haze obscuring the capital’s 
landmarks and penetrating the 
subway system.

Carlcom leader to resign 
after nearly two decades

GEORGETOWN, Guyana(AP)—Thelongtime 
leader of a Caribbean trade bloc announced his 
resignation Wednesday, surprising many who 
had praised the way he dealt with nearly two 
decades of challenges. 

Edwin Carrington is the longest serving 
secretary general of the Guyana-based 
Caribbean Community, created in July 1973. 
He is credited with helping boost the region’s 
sluggish economy and creating a regional 
appeals court. 

“It has been a period of important achievements 
as well as significant disappointments,” 
Carrington said in a statement. “I leave satisfied 
and confident however, that Caricom now has a 
solid platform.” 

Carrington did not specify the disappointments 
or say why he decided to give up the post at 
the end of December, but said he was looking 
forward to dealing with family issues. 

Some Caricom officials said Carrington felt 
he was losing support among some of the 15 
member nations. Critics have said he spent 


too much time traveling and not enough time 
supervising staff to ensure projects were carried 
out properly. 

Calls to several representatives of member 
nations were not returned. 

A replacement has not been named. 

Carrington, 72, is an economist from Trinidad 
and Tobago who was appointed Caricom leader 
in 1992 after serving as secretary-general of the 
Association of African, Caribbean and Pacific 
nations. 

In 1994, he helped establish the 39-nation 
Association of Caribbean States and two years 
later helped find homes for thousands of people 
displaced by an erupting volcano in Montserrat. 
Carrington also reviewed membership requests 
from Haiti and Suriname while in office. In 
2010, Caricom granted Haiti — the last country 
to join the organization — permission to sell 
goods duty free in the region for three years. 
Caricom trade director David Hales called 
Carrington an inspirational leader. 

“I think his shoes will be hard to fill,” Hales 
said. “He generated strong loyalty among staff 
and people who worked closely with him.’Q 


in Soviet times to harvest 
peat, leaving them prone to 
wildfires. 

Pollution indicators in the 
capital reached a “critical 
barrier” overnight and “even 
healthy people must take 
preventative measures,” 
Moscow weather officials 
said. Residents were urged to 
face masks outdoors. 

Humans were not the only 
ones suffering. The smoke and 
smog in Moscow also have 
sickened and killed wild and 
pet birds who are especially 
sensitive to air pollution, said 
Vladimir Romanov, director of 
The Green Parrot Hospital. He 
did not have specific figures. 
Some 250 miles to the east, 
about 2,000 army troops 
and emergency personnel 
were fighting back flames 
that surrounded Russia’s top 
nuclear research facility in 
Sarov. 

The situation there was “tense 
but not critical,” Deputy 
Defense Minister Dmitry 
Bulgakov said after new 
robotic firefighting equipment 
was sent to the scene 
overnight. 

“There is no threat to the 
Federal Nuclear Center, and 
there is no reason for worry,” 
Bulgakov was quoted by the 
ITAR-Tass news agency as 
saying. The country’s nuclear 
chief, Sergei Kiriyenko, was 
quoted as saying that all 
explosive and radioactive 
material had been moved off 
site as a precaution. 

The top-secret facility is 
Russia’s main nuclear research 


center and the birthplace 
of Soviet nuclear weapons. 
Lawyers for the late Russian 
security agent Alexander 
Litvinenko, who died in 
London in 2006 after drinking 
tea laced with polonium, 
claimed the radioactive isotope 
that killed him was produced 
at Sarov. 

Another risk of radioactive 
contamination stems from the 
forest fires sweeping through 
areas polluted by the 1986 
explosion at the Chernobyl 
nuclear plant, Russian 
environmentalists said. The 
fires have the potential to 
send radioactive dust into the 
air, Nikolai Shmatkov of the 
World Wildlife Fund’s Russia 
office and Vladimir Chuprov 
of Russian Greenpeace told 
The Associated Press. 

But nuclear energy scientists 
said the danger came not from 
radioactivity but from fine 
particles in the smoke. 

“The concentration of 
radioactive elements will be 
so negligible that the smoke 
itself will be many more 
times more dangerous than 
the radioactivity in it,” Ravil 
Bakin of the Institute for 
Safe Development of Nuclear 
Energy told the AP. “Fine 
dust that contains chemical 
pollutants is the real danger 
and is much more poisonous 
than radioactivity.” 

In the tiny village of Peredeltsy 
about 125 miles southeast of 
Moscow, locals worried about 
their future after wildfires left 
their homes in smoldering 
ruins. □ 
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Kenya sees big turnout In vote on new constitution

TIMBOROA, Kenya (AP) 
— Enthusiastic voters, 
many wrapped in colorful 
traditional blankets, waited 
for hours Wednesday to cast 
ballots on a new constitution 
that could spell a new era 
for Kenya — curtailing the 
president’s enormous powers 
and giving citizens a bill of 
rights. 

With memories fresh of the 
ethnically charged violence 
that left more than 1,000 
people dead following the 
disputed 2007 election, 
police were deployed en 
masse across the country. 
Voters overwhelmed polling 
stations in some locations, 
and one Nairobi site saw 
dozens of Kenyans who had 
not yet voted force their way 
in after authorities tried to 
shut it down at the official 5 
p.m. closing time. 

Despite that after-hours 
push, officials reported few 
problems and no violence 
countrywide. 

Enthusiasm for the new 
constitution appeared high. In 
the Nairobi slum of Kibera, 
lines formed as early as 3 
a.m., while voters at some 
Rift Valley sites waited five 
hours or more. 

“Since we got independence 
from Britain our country 
has not run smoothly. The 
current constitution has not 
been used well, but we didn’t 
write that one, and we are 
writing this one,” declared 
Paul Wahome, a 23-year-old 
student who waited six hours 
to vote in the Rift Valley town 
of Nakuru. 

Returns from about 3 0 percent 
of the polling stations showed 
the “yes” camp taking an 
early lead: About 64 percent 
of the votes cast, compared to 
36 percent for the “no” camp, 
according to Kenya’s election 
commissioner Ahmed Issack 
Hassan. 

Pre-vote polls had showed 
the referendum would likely 
pass, and Associated Press 
reporters had difficulty 
finding Kenyans who said 
they voted against it. 

“It’s a struggle between the 


haves and the have-nots in 
this country, and the haves are 
trying to maintain the status 
quo,” said James Otumba, a 
43-year-old teacher who was 
shot in the chest during the 
2007-08 violence. 

“This is a revolution taking 
place in this country ... This 
constitution is one thing that 
can actually reconcile the 
nation,” he said. 

The international community, 
and particularly the U.S., has 
urged Kenyans to pass the 
constitution, even as the draft 
raised emotions over land 
rights, abortion and Muslim 
family courts. Kenya’s 
current constitution, drawn 
up in the lead-up to Kenya’s 
1963 independence from 
Britain, grants the president 
sweeping powers. 

State Department spokesman 
P.J. Crowley told reporters 
Wednesday the Obama 
administration was gratified 
that a large number of 
Kenyans voted and that the 
vote was generally peaceful. 
“This is an important 
step toward strengthening 
democratic institutions in 
Kenya,” Crowley said. 

If passed, the new constitution 
will dramatically cut back the 
president’s powers by setting 
up an American-style system 


of checks and balances and 
paving the way for much- 
needed land reform. Kenyan 
presidents have long favored 
their own ethnic tribes in the 
distribution of resources, a 
tremendous source of tension 
here. 

This time around, the 
government changed voting 
procedures to avoid the 
charges of fraud that sullied 
the 2007 vote. Preliminary 
ballot results, for instance, 
were sent in to Nairobi by 
cell phones, and the tallying 
center was moved to a more 
isolated location to better 
control who has access to it. 
The referendum was one of 
the conditions of the power¬ 
sharing agreement between 
President Mwai Kibaki 
and Prime Minster Raila 
Odinga that ended the 2007- 
OS violence. Both back the 
new constitution, and both 
appealed to Kenyans to vote 
peacefully. 

“From the reports I have 
received, it is peaceful all 
over the country and we want 
this to remain that way so 
that Kenyans can peacefully 
decide their future,” Odinga 
said after casting his ballot in 
Kibera, where excited crowds 
pushed to get close to him. 

“I have no doubt in my

mind that the ‘yes’ will win 
resoundingly,” he said. 

The “no” camp is backed 
by most of Kenya’s church 
community, which objects to 
a clause that says abortion is 
permitted if the life or health 
of the mother is in danger 
according to the opinion of a 
“trained health professional.” 
The draft also has stirred 
emotions over publicly funded 
family courts for Muslims. 
“Some in the ‘yes’ camp are 
against our Christianity,” said 
Susan Chevet, a beautician 
who voted “no” because of 
the abortion clause. 

Still, a leader of the “no” 
camp, Higher Education 
Minister William Ruto, told 
the AP his side would respect 
the outcome. Stories about 
tension and violence are 
“the work of the prophets of 
doom,” he said. 

The head of Kenya’s electoral 
commission said vote tallying 
will be more transparent than 
during the last election, when 
claims of vote-rigging led 
to violence. The count will 
be broadcast live on TV and 
radio. Results were expected 
as early as Thursday. 

Despite the optimism, an 
ethnic dispute in the Rift 
Valley town of Timboroa 
showed the two dominant 


tribes there — the Kalenjin 
and the Kikuyu — still harbor 
strong emotions that could 
come to a boil. 

The episode late last 
week involved a Kalenjin 
herdsman, who attacked two 
Kikuyu women while they 
were collecting firewood in 
the forest. 

One of the victims, 67-year- 
old Lucy Muthoni quoted the 
herdsman as saying: “Why 
are you people still here, why 
are you still bothering us?” 
The herdsman hit Muthoni’s 
friend, Grace Muthoni 
Maititu, with a club and 
a machete, splitting open 
her head and knocking her 
unconscious. 

After reporting the attack to 
police, authorities addressed 
the elders of the Kalenjin 
community, who summoned 
all the herdsmen. The women 
picked out their attacker from 
a lineup, and police arrested 
him. 

The incident prompted some 
Kikuyus in Timboroa to 
lock up their forest homes 
and move into town for the 
election. One man, refusing 
to give his name to a reporter, 
said only: “I’m afraid, I’m 
afraid.” 

Jacob Ngehia, a local 
government official, said 
some of the animosity stems 
from the 2007-08 violence, 
because court cases are being 
carried out and witnesses are 
being threatened. 

“It’s not over, it is a cease¬ 
fire. The root causes have not 
yet been addressed,” Ngehia 
said. “We must stop the cycle 
of revenge.” 

During the 2007-08 violence, 
tribesmen used bows and 
arrows to fight each other, 
gangs hacked opponents 
to death and police were 
accused of shooting sprees. 
With more than 63,000 
police officers deployed to 
secure Wednesday’s vote, 
many Kenyans expected the 
referendum to be peaceful. 
But many worry about clashes 
during the next presidential 
election in 2012 or a violent 
backlash if the International 
Criminal Court in the Hague 
charges leading politicians 
for the 2007-08 violence.□ 
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Iran says explosion near 
president just fireworks

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s 
official news agency said 
Wednesday that an explosion 
near the president’s convoy 
was just an excited fan setting 
off fireworks, denying earlier 
reports of an assassination 
attempt. 

A fan set off a firecracker 
similar to those used during 
sports matches to express his 
excitement at Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad’s visit 
to the western Iranian town of 
Hamedan, reported the IRNA 
news agency. The explosion 
near the president’s convoy 
had set off a flurry of media 
reports, including one that it 
was a handmade grenade. 

The conservative Iranian 
website, khabaronline.ir, said 
a grenade exploded as the 
president’s convoy headed 
from the airport to the venue 
for the speech, but did not 
harm him. 

Eyewitnesses in Hamedan 
told The Associated Press by 
telephone that the explosion 
definitely came from a 
firecracker. 

“It was a firecracker, which 
made a sound and produced 


smoke near where I was 
standing,” Amin Mehrabi said. 
“Many people filmed it with 
their cell phone cameras.” 
IranDs deputy police chief, 
Gen. Ahmad Reza Radan 
told the state news agency the 
reports about the explosion 
were “sheer lies” circulated by 
foreign media. 

Ahmadinejad went on to 
give his speech as planned, 
and it was broadcast live on 
state television. He made no 
mention of the attack in his 
remarks, focusing instead on 
the country’s disputed nuclear 
program. 

He struck a hard line against 
Western demands that Iran 
halt its nuclear activities. The 
U.S. and its allies accuse Iran 
of trying to develop atomic 
weapons, but Tehran insists 
its nuclear program is for 
peaceful purposes. 

“It will be one of your big 
mistakes if you think you, 
resorting to lies and hue 
and cry, are able to achieve 
something and we will 
give you any concessions,” 
Ahmadinejad told the crowd 
at the Hamedan stadium. 

One person was arrested in 
connection with the attack, 


the website report said, adding 
that Ahmadinejad’s car was 
about 100 yards (meters) from 
the blast. It also said there 
was no information whether 
anyone was injured. 

“The explosion caused a lot of 
smoke,” the report said. 
Ahmadinej ad, whose 

popularity at home is waning 
amid a faltering economy and 
tightened U.N. and Western 
sanctions over Tehran’s 
nuclear program, regularly 
tours the countryside to 
deliver speeches to grass-roots 
supporters in cities and town 
across Iran. 

AU.S.-Iranrelations specialist, 
Jim Walsh with the MIT 
program on security studies, 
said that “Iran has a strong 
interest in trying to minimize 
this event, given the domestic 
problems following last year’s 
unrest over the presidential 
election.” 

Walsh stressed that 
assassinations have been a 
staple of Iranian politics in 
the past and that while there 
have been attempts on other 
Iranian officials, there’s been 
no known such attack on 
Ahmadinejad. 

Several media outlets differed 


in the details about what 
happened. 

The semiofficial Fars news 
agency said a handmade 
grenade was thrown at the path 
where the president and his 
entourage had been but only 
after they had left the site. 

The semiofficial Mehr news 
agency called it a handmade 
percussion grenade, adding 
that there were several 
arrests. 

A photo by the semiofficial 
ISNA news agency showed 
smoke dozens of yards away 
from the convoy, which was 
surrounded by people. It did 
not elaborate on the source of 
the smoke. 

Hamedan, 200 miles west 


Associated Press 
of Tehran, is not known as a 
restive area, but it is close to 
Kurdish area of Iran that has 
witnessed occasional clashes 
between Kurdish rebels and 
security forces over the past 
years. 

Ahmadinejad also said 
Monday during a speech 
that Israel had sent agents to 
assassinate him, but he gave 
no details. 

The accusation came a day after 
another conservative Iranian 
website, Mashreghnews.ir, 
reported that security forces 
had detained a terrorist 
group in Tehran that planned 
to assassinate officials. It 
linked the group to Kurdish

LOS AN GELE S - Two doctors 
violated their responsibility to 
protect Anna Nicole Smith 
by prescribing massive 
amounts of drugs with the 
connivance of her lawyer- 
boyfriend, even though they 
knew she was addicted to 
painkillers, a prosecutor 
argued Wednesday. 

But a defense attorney for 
Howard K. Stern said he 
loved Smith and depended on 


doctors to prescribe the right 
medications for her chronic 
pain. He said she was not an 
addict. 

Smith’s mother, Virgie Arthur, 
was in the courtroom with 
other relatives — a reminder 
of protracted court battles in 
the Bahamas and Florida after 
Smith died of a drug overdose 
in February 2007. 

The contentions of Deputy 
District Attorney Renee 
Rose came during opening 
statements at the conspiracy 
trial of Stem, Dr. Sandeep 
Kapoor and Dr. Khristine 
Eroshevich, who are accused 
of providing vast amounts of 
powerful opiates and sedatives 
for the Playboy model under 
multiple names. 

“None of it could have 
happened without Mr. Stem,” 
Rose added during her two- 
hour presentation in Superior 
Court. 

Stern’s attorney, Steve Sadow, 
was the first to present the 
defense position. He said Stern 
was many things to Smith 
— lawyer, adviser, friend, 
manager and boyfriend. 

“He cared for her and 
cherished her. He loved her,” 
said Sadow. 

“Witness after witness will 
tell you that. 

“This is not a made-for-TV 
movie,” he said. “This is his 
life.” 

He said jurors would not 
be able to find a bad motive 


for Stem’s actions. But he 
separated him from the other 
defendants. 

“Howard K. Stem relied in 
good faith on the medical 
judgment of her doctors. He 
relied on their judgment on 
what was medically right and 
necessary for Anna Nicole 
Smith. Anna Nicole had pain, 
real pain, chronic pain.” 
Sadow stressed that Stern is 
not a doctor and suggested 
there was no conspiracy 
because, “If you don’t know 
there’s something wrong with 
what you’re doing, there can’t 
be an illegal agreement.” 

Stem and the doctors 
have pleaded not guilty 
to conspiracy to illegally 
furnishing the dmgs. Each 
could face more than five 
years in prison if convicted, 
and the doctors would lose 
their medical licenses. 

They are not accused of 
causing Smith’s 2007 
overdose death at age 39 — a 
fact that Judge Robert Perry 
has stressed to jurors. 

He previously told panelists 
they must not confuse the 
trial with the issues in the 
case of Michael Jackson’s 
doctor, who is charged with 
involuntary manslaughter. 
“What we are trying is 
a legality of prescribing 
medication case,” Perry said. 
Lawyers for the doctors and 
Stem have suggested they 
were desperately trying to save 
the doomed model during a 
period when she gave birth to 
a daughter and lost her grown 
son to a dmg overdose. 

During her opening statement, 
Rose displayed pictures 
on a courtroom screen of 
prescriptions for hundreds 
of pills, including Dilaudid, 
a dmg known as “hospital 
heroin,” and methadone in 
pill, liquid and injectible 
form. 

“Anna Nicole Smith took a lot 
of methadone for pain and she 
took Dilaudid on top of that,” 
Rose said. 

Jurors also were shown 
pictures of Eroshevich with 
Smith following the 2006 
birth of the model’s daughter, 
Dannielynn.

Coroner: Pneumonia killed 
Brittany Murphy husband 


LOS ANGELES - Brittany Murphy’s husband Simon 
Monjack died from pneumonia, the same illness that killed 
his actress wife months earlier, coroner’s officials said 
Wednesday. 

Monjack, 40, had a slightly enlarged heart and some 
prescription medications were found in his body, but not at 
levels that contributed to his death, Assistant Chief Coroner 
Ed Winter said. 

Monjack was found dead May 23 at the Elollywood Hills 
home he shared with his actress wife and her mother. Officials 
initially suspected a heart attack and confirmed Wednesday 
that Monjack died of natural causes. 

Winter said the deaths of British-born screenwriter and 
Murphy had been referred to county health officials since 
they died of pneumonia, but did not know if an investigation 
was ongoing. The health department declined comment. 

A list of medications was not immediately available but 
would be included in a full report issued in about two weeks, 
Winter said. 

Murphy, star of films such as “Clueless” and “8 Mile,” died 
in December and coroner’s officials determined she died of a 
combination of pneumonia and that anemia and prescription 
medications played a role. 

Winter says both their deaths were likely preventable. 

“In simple English — they didn’t take care of themselves,” 
Winter said. “They didn’t seek medical advice from a doctor. 
Brittany could have survived if she had gone to a hospital 
and Simon I think could have done the same. ”□

NEW YORK - Reassuring 
signs on employment and 
growth in the service industry 
got the stock market back on an 
upward trajectory Wednesday. 
Major indexes rose after 
payroll company ADP said 
private employers increased 
hiring last month and a service 
sector index rose unexpectedly 
in July. The Dow Jones 
industrial average gained 44 
points. 

Investors were relieved that 
the two reports provided no 
signs that the economy might 
be headed back into recession, 
even though growth might be 
sluggish. 

Traders have grappled with 
earnings and economic reports 
at odds with each other in 
recent weeks that provide a 
mixed picture about the pace 
of the recovery. 

The latest batch of earnings 
were largely better than 
expected, continuing a trend 
that has been seen over the 
past four weeks. Broadcaster 
CBS Corp., video game maker 
Electronic Arts Inc., online 
travel site Priceline.com Inc. 
and Anadarko Petroleum 
Corp. all climbed. Whole 


Foods Market Inc. was one of 
the few to report disappointing 
results. 

The market has been mainly 
climbing over the past month 
on encouraging earnings and 
corporate profit forecasts. The 
Dow has gained 10.3 percent 
since closing at its lowest level 
of the year on July 2. 

Despite the upbeat earnings 
and better-than-expected 
economic reports, many 
investors remain tentative 
ahead of the Labor 
Department’s monthly 

employment report due on 
Friday. Quincy Krosby, 
Prudential Financial’s market 
strategist, said the market 
needs much more than one 
positive report on private 
sector employment to gain 
confidence that the pace of 
recovery will speed up. 

“ADP was positive, but when 
all is said and done, the market 
needs stronger confirmation 
to grind higher,” Krosby said. 
Until then, stocks are likely 
to trade in a tight range, she 
said. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 44.05, or 0.4 
percent, to 10,680.43. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 6.78, or 0.6 percent, to 


1,127.24, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 20.05, 
or 0.9 percent, to 2,303.57. 
The Dow’s rise Wednesday 
more than erased a 38-point 
loss from a day earlier when 
reports on personal income and 
spending and factory orders 
fell short of expectations. 
Nearly three stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to a light 975.5 
million shares. 

Trading volume has been 
unusually low in recent days, 
indicating that the few people 
actively participating in the 
market are mainly professional 
traders, said Bob Phillips, 
managing partner at Spectrum 
Management Group. Those 
types of investors typically 
trade quickly on the latest 
piece of news to be released, 
Phillips said. That adds to 
market volatility. 

The confirmation investors 
are looking for in the jobs 
market could come in the 
next two days when the 
Labor Department releases its 
weekly report on initial claims 
for jobless benefits Thursday 
and its monthly employment 
report Friday. 

Wednesday’s ADP report is 
often seen as an early indicator 
of what the more important 
monthly jobs report from the 
Labor Department will look 
like. That report is broader 
and includes government 
as well as private sector 
employment. It’s expected 
to show private employers 
added 90,000 jobs last month 
and the unemployment rate 
rose to 9.6 percent from 9.5 
percent in June. 

ADP said private employers 
added 42,000 jobs last month, 
slightly better the forecasts 
of economists polled by 
Thomson Reuters. □

Retail data: Americans 
remained cautious in July

NEW YORK - Worried about the stalling economic recovery, 
Americans remained reluctant to spend at stores in July, 
especially on pricier items like jewelry, though they let go of 
some money for travel, according to data released Wednesday. 
Revenue from high-end jewelry, which had held steady in 
June, plummeted in July from a year earlier, when the figures 
already were dismal. Furniture also suffered as the boost from 
homebuyer tax credits wore off. Shoppers even pulled back 
on shoes and children’s clothing, while luxury spending — 
excluding baubles — was virtually unchanged. 

The figures from MasterCard Advisors’ SpendingPulse, which 
include transactions in all forms including cash, signal that 
spending remains choppy as shoppers grapple with an almost 
10 percent unemployment rate and tight credit. 

Online revenue offered one bright spot, gaining for the 12th 
straight month. But travel spending — including airlines, trains, 
rental cars and hotels — also rose from July 2009, when it fell 
almost 2 percent. 

The second-straight month with weak luxury sales contrasts 
with earlier in the year when the wealthy spent a bit more freely. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 stock index has tumbled 9.5 percent 
since its high-water mark in late April, and home values fell 3.2 
percent in the first quarter, according to the Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case-Shiller 20-city home-price index. 

The latest data from SpendingPulse follows government reports, 
released Tuesday, that also show consumers being picky about 
how they spend their money. The Commerce Department said 
personal spending was unchanged in June, the third straight 
lackluster month. And the personal savings rate rose to 6.4 
percent of after-tax incomes in June. 

“The tide (in spending) doesn’t seem to be rising overall,” said 
Michael McNamara, vice president of research and analysis for 
SpendingPulse. “There hasn’t been a consistent improvement 
that has been sustainable.”□ 




























Celtics sign 15-time All-Star Shaquille O’Neal

BOSTON (AP) — The Boston 
Celtics signed Shaquille 
O’Neal on Wednesday, adding 
the 15-time All-Star center 
to a team needing his size 
with center Kendrick Perkins 
recovering from knee surgery 
that could sideline him until 
February. 

The 7-foot-1, 325-pound 
center in the twilight of a 
brilliant career is coming 
to the Eastern Conference 
champions, hoping to add to 
his four NBA titles. 

O’Neal signed a two- 
year contract worth about 
$3 million, a person with 
knowledge of the negotiations 
said on condition of

anonymity because no details 
were released. 

So this is where Shaq’s 
colorful career will end after 
20 seasons if he completes his 
contract with the Celtics. 

One of the NBA’s most 
charismatic players will finish 
with a legendary franchise on 
the parquet floor beneath 17 
championship banners and the 
retired numbers of Bill Russell, 
Larry Bird, John Havlicek and 
other NBA greats. 

After receiving little interest 
from other teams, O’Neal 
will play with Paul Pierce, 
Kevin Garnett and Ray Allen, 
Boston’s “Big Three” since 
Garnett and Allen arrived 
before the 2007-08 season 


From the first pick in the 
1992 draft out of Louisiana 
State to dominant, rim-rattling 
inside force to complementary 
player, O’Neal’s NBA travels 
have taken him to six teams 
and 15 All-Star games. He 
is the fifth leading scorer 
with 28,255 points and 14th 
in rebounds with 12,921 in 
league history. He’s averaged 
24.1 points, 11.0 rebounds and 
2.3 blocks and was the NBA 
MVP in 2000. 

His foul shooting might still be 
a problem and his lumbering 
style could slow down a 
running game, but the Celtics 
need the big center because 
Perkins is out, possibly until 
February.

Agent, coach: Favre will 
play if ankle is healthy

MANKATO, Minnesota (AP) 
— Brett Favre might play this 
season after all, with officials 
saying the quarterback plans 
to return for the Minnesota 
Vikings if his surgically 
repaired ankle allows it. 
Vikings offensive coordinator 
Darrell Bevell and Favre’s 
agent, Bus Cook, both said 
Wednesday that the veteran 
quarterback plans to play if he 
is healthy. He had surgery on 


the ankle in May. 

Bevell has been close friends 
with Favre since he was his 
quarterbacks coach with the 
Green Bay Packers. 

“I know it’s a decision that 
he wrestles with,” Bevell 
said after Wednesday 
morning’s practice as Favre 
was throwing the ball around 
with high school students in 
Mississippi. 

“He’s a great player. He’s 
a great competitor. He 
mulls things over. He’s an 


emotional guy. So he thinks 
things through long and hard 
and takes his time with his 
decision. So I’m not surprised 
that things started to come out. 
We just have to wait and see.” 
Bevell said he has spoken to 
the 40-year-old quarterback 
recently, but not in the last 24 
hours. He said it’s been his 
understanding that if Favre’s 
ankle heals well enough, he 
will return to play for the 
Vikings this season. 

“That’s what I’ve been getting 
all along,” Bevell said. 

Cook said Favre will visit his 
surgeon, Dr. James Andrews, 
next week for an evaluation. 
“He’s working out really 
hard and everything seems to 
indicate that if he is healthy 
and can contribute and play at 
the level that he has become 
accustomed to, he will play,” 
Cook said. 

The two-year contract Favre 
signed last year calls for him 
to make $13 million this 
season and Cook said he has 


not begun negotiations on any 
adjustments to the contract. 
Outside Oak Grove High 
School in Hattiesburg, 
Mississippi, Favre told 
reporters his decision is “not 
about the money.” He also said 
he has been in touch with the 
team and “they know what’s 
going on with me.” 

On Tuesday, a person with 
knowledge of the situation 
told The Associated Press 
that Favre had contacted 
teammates and team officials 
to tell them his ankle was not 
healing and that he wasn’t 
going to return for a second 
season in Minnesota. Tight end 
Visanthe Shiancoe confirmed 
the report, saying Favre “told 
a couple guys on our team he’s 
going to retire.” 

Shiancoe said Wednesday he 
still had not heard from Favre 
directly and declined further 
comment. 

Like the rest of the league, 
NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell said he was taking a 


“wait and hear” approach to 
the latest twist in the Favre 
saga. 

“Brett Favre is great for 
our game. And I think the 
passion he has for the game 
is extraordinary,” he said. “I 
think we all love to see him 
play, but we want him to do 
what’s best for him at the end 
of the day.” 

Favre has considered retiring 
every summer since 2002. It 
led to an ugly parting with the 
Packers that got him traded 
from Green Bay to the Jets 
in 2008. After a so-so season 
in New York, he announced 
his retirement in early 2009 
for the second time, then 
reconsidered and signed with 
the Vikings. 

He had one of his best seasons 
last year, with career bests in 
completion percentage (68.4), 
quarterback rating (107.2) and 
fewest interceptions (7), while 
throwing for 33 TDs and 4,202 
yards to lead the Vikings (12- 
4) to an NFC North title. □

Perkins was hurt in Game 6 of the NBA finals against Los

The Celtics won their NBA high 17th championship in 2008. 

“It is not every day that you can add a player of Shaquille’s 
caliber to your team,” Celtics president of basketball operations 
Danny Ainge said in the statement. “His past experience speaks 
for itself and we believe that he is a great fit for our roster.” 

Just which of the two O’Neals will start at center remains 
uncertain. 

“I am very excited,” Celtics coach Doc Rivers said. “Adding a 
player like Shaq is a major plus and it fills a void for our team. 
He’s a real nice piece of the puzzle and he will complement us 
in where we want to go this coming season.”

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Alex Rodriguez became the 
youngest player in American 
baseball to hit 600 home runs 
Wednesday, reaching the 
milestone in the first inning 
against Toronto at Yankee 
Stadium. 

The 3 5-year-old slugger 
hit his 17th homer of the 
season, driving a pitch from 
Toronto’s Shaun Marcum 
over the center-field wall and 
giving the Yankes a 2-0 lead. 
A stadium worker retrieved 
the ball for him. 

He raised a hand slightly in 
triumph as he rounded first 
base, then completed his trot 
around the bases. 

Rodriguez joined an elite 
600-homer club that includes 
Barry Bonds (762), Hank 
Aaron (755), Babe Ruth 
(714), Willie Mays (660), 
Ken Griffey Jr. (630) and 
Sammy Sosa (609) 

He finally got No. 600 after 


going 12 games without a 
home run. 

After coming out for a 
curtain call, Rodriguez 
received congratulations 
from teammates in the 
Yankees dugout. Many had 
raised their arms in joy when 
he finally connected. 

Despite saying he’s been 
more relaxed than he was 
when trying for his 500th 
homer, Rodriguez went just 
9 for 46 after homering on 
July 22, the longest stretch 
between Nos. 599 and 600 
for any of the seven to reach 
the mark. Mays was next 
at 21 at-bats, according to 
STATS LLC. A-Rod went 28 
without a home run before 
500. 

Rodriguez turned 35 last 
Tuesday, putting his home 
run pace far ahead of the rest. 
Ruth had been the youngest 
to hit 600, reaching the mark 
in 1931 at 36 years, 196 days. 


NFL: No discipline on Vick after shooting

BETHLEHEM, Pennsylvania (AP) — NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell told Michael 
Vick he will not face disciplinary action 
following a shooting at the quarterback’s 
birthday party six weeks ago. 

Goodell spoke with Vick on Tuesday while 
visiting the Philadelphia Eagles during his 
training camp tour. Shortly after, the NFL 
released a statement saying Goodell based 
his decision “on his current understanding of 
the facts.” It said he, Vick, NFL mentor Tony 
Dungy, and Eagles coach Andy Reid spoke 
on the phone weeks ago “on the need for 
additional support measures to be added to 
Michael’s plan to enhance his opportunity to 
succeed in life and football. These additional 
steps will remain confidential, but they 
will require Michael to meet even higher 
standards.” The NFL and the Eagles had 
been looking into a shooting at a nightclub in 
Virginia Beach, Virginia, where Vick held his 
30th birthday party on June 25. Police said no 
charges would be filed because of a lack of 


cooperation by witnesses and the victim, who 
Vick’s attorney Larry Woodward identified as 
Quanis Phillips — a co-defendant in Vick’s 
federal dogfighting case. 

Vick and Goodell spoke on the phone after the 
shooting, but this was their first face-to-face 
meeting. “I want him to understand that he’s 
in a different position than others and because 
of that he has to protect himself differently, 
and he recognizes that, I think,” Goodell said. 
When the Eagles signed Vick to a two-year 
contract last August after he finished an 18- 
month sentence in federal prison, he was told 
he has no margin for error. Vick was a model 
citizen off the field and in the locker room 
during his first season with the Eagles. Also, 
he was popular among his teammates. 

A three-time Pro Bowl pick during six 
seasons with the Atlanta Falcons, Vick is 
Philadelphia’s No. 2 quarterback behind Kevin 
Kolb. He wasn’t much of a factor last year, 
completing 6 of 13 passes for 86 yards and 
one touchdown, and ran for 95 yards and two 
scores. He tossed a 76-yard touchdown pass 
in a 34-14 loss to Dallas in the playoffsQ

Ruth did it in fewer games, 
though — 2,044 to 2,227 for 
Rodriguez. 

During a tumultuous spring 
training of 2009, Rodriguez 
admitted to using steroids 
while playing for the Texas 
Rangers from 2001-03. He 
also had major hip surgery 
that kept him out the first 
month last year. 

He returned with a fresh 
outlook that put the team 
first, helping lead the 
Yankees to their first World 
Series championship since 
2000. 

The 13-time All-Star has 
been saying that No. 600 
is merely a springboard 
to better things — mainly 
helping his team win, but 
also reaching Bonds’ record 
of 762 home runs. 

Being the home run king 
comes with a tarnished 
crown, though. 

After Bonds eclipsed Aaron’s 
record with his 756th in 
2007 amid accusations of 
steroid use — something 
Bonds vehemently denies — 
talk immediately turned to 
Rodriguez, who days earlier 
had become the fastest to No. 
500. He was supposed to be 
the player who would restore 
credibility to American 
sports’ most cherished 
record, but that all changed 
two years later. 

In response to a 
SportsIllustrated.com report 
and mounting speculation, 
Rodriguez admitted to using 
steroids as he hit 156 homers 
with Texas. He has 255 with 
the Yankees and 189 with 
the Seattle Mariners. 

For one of the most 
scrutinized players in 
baseball, there was little 
fanfare in the run-up to No. 
600 — perhaps it’s Steroid 
Era fatigue or the fact that 
Rodriguez became the fourth 
player to reach the mark in 
the last 10 years after none 
in 31 years.Q 
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Homeschoolers 
Denied 
Permission to 
Travel 

WILLEMSTAD - On the 
Caribbean island of Curagao, a 
part of the Netherlands Antilles, 
citizens must abide by stringent 
education laws. 

For example, families are 
prohibited from traveling off 
of the island with their children 
during school days unless 
granted special permission from 
the school principal, as well as 
the Ministry of Education. 
HSLDA recently learned of 
the island’s interpretation of its 
compulsory education law when 
a homeschool family attempted 
to take their children to attend 
the wedding of a friend in the 
United States. 

The family has successfully 
homeschooled for one year in 
Curagao and for six years prior 
to that in the United States. 
The children hold dual Dutch- 
American citizenship. Yet the 
local government denied the 
family’s application for an 
exemption from the compulsory 
attendance law. The family is 
now pursuing an administrative 
appeal to see if they can gain 
the necessary exemption to 
homeschool. The next step 
would be to take their case to 
court. 

The Netherlands Antilles 
is closely linked with the 
Netherlands, and in fact, 
several of the Antilles islands 
will become part of their 
mother country later this 
year. In both countries, it is 
possible to homeschool on the 
basis of personal conviction. 
Whereas Dutch law requires 
homeschool parents to notify 
school authorities of their 
intent to homeschool, the 
current law in Curagao requires 
parents to request and obtain an 
exemption from the school law 
to teach their children at home. 
Exemptions are rarely granted, 
as education officials state that 
there are “sufficient public 
schools” on the island.

ORANJESTAD - Hurricane 
Ivan (2004) inflicted a lot 
of damage to much of the 
coastal areas in Aruba. One 
area in particular that got hit 
real hard was the reef near 
Baby Beach going towards 
the refinery. These acts of 
nature are not something that 
we can manipulate or control 
and when these occur we hope 
for the best and hopefully the 
damage is survivable and we 
can bounce back quickly. 
Hurricanes and other weather 
phenomena destroy but nature 
somehow balances itself again 
in some way shape or form. 
Damage to the underwater 
environment and in particular 
to corals is not as much from 
natural impact but from 
impacts caused by humans. 
Activities such as anchoring 
on the reefs, draining of 
sewage or industrial waste 
water in the ocean, spear 
fishing, pollution and overuse 
of reef areas will kill the coral 
and destroy large areas of 
marine habitat. However there 
is another activity, which also 
contributes to this destruction. 
Illegal salvaging is one of the 
activities that have been going 
on in Aruba for a long time and 
despite the fact that there are 
laws against this, still people 
are taking artifacts out of the 
water. Many people confuse or 
to their advantage pretend that 


traditions, customary tolerance 
and negligence are all justified 
as legal activities and lack of 
enforcement doesn’t help the 
situation either. But let us 
take a look into the past and 
see where this all came from. 
Back in the 1950’s there was 
something called the “Lago 
Spearfishing Society”. 

Since the invention of the 
modem scuba equipment in the 
mid 1940’s the use of scuba, 
(Self Contained Underwater 
Breathing Apparatus), and 
spear fishing started to go hand 
in hand. With the establishment 
of the Lago refinery on Amba 
and the “modern era tourism”, 
scuba diving was introduced 
on the island and the “Lago 
Spearfishing Society” was 
bom. During that same time 
several artifacts belonging to 
wrecks around Amba became 
open game to any person who 
could put a scuba tank on their 
back and sometimes a tank 
wasn’t even needed. Canons, 
cannon balls, anchors and 
other artifacts were collected 
because there was no law and 
there weren’t any mles or 
regulations to prevent this. Of 
course the local people also 
started to engage into scuba 
diving activities and this is also 
how they got involved into 
spear fishing and salvaging. 
Many of the artifacts that 
were salvaged in the past have 


not been used other than for 
personal gain or decorations. 
Amba doesn’t have a museum 
of natural history or a maritime 
museum and today even with 
only an archeological museum 
these artifacts and others that 
were taken more recently were 
never placed in a museum or 
put into conservation in order 
to be displayed to the general 
public. But the question is this; 
in the 1950’s there was no law, 
but how about the last ten or 
twenty years? Bonaire started 
with marine environmental 
protection with turtles in 1961 
but in 1963 they hosted the 
biggest international spear 
fishing competition in the 
entire Caribbean. 

The pioneer of marine 
protection in Bonaire and back 
then a spear fisherman himself 
was the same person who 
organized this competition. 
Captain Don Steward an 
American adventurer and 
sailor brought scuba diving 
to Bonaire with his arrival in 
1962. In his first year there 
he just collected tropical 
fish for export and speared 
fish until that international 
spear fishing competition, 
which he organized in 1963. 
After seeing the massacre 
that this competition caused 
he immediately change his 
ways. He realized that both he 
and the island will be better 
off if he can bring in tourist 
from abroad and make money 
showing them the fish instead 
of shooting it. He became 
the driving force behind the 
protection of corals, marine 
environment and laid the 
foundation for the Bonaire 
marine protection movement. 
Because of this vision and 
protection, Bonaire today 
ranks in the top ten world 
destinations for scuba diving 
and this vision on tourism 
has been seeing it’s fruits for 
the past decades. In Aruba 
on the other hand, there was 
no Captain Don and marine 
protection is not where it’s 
supposed to be. Still, there are 
some laws now that prohibits 
removal of artifacts under 
water and it is very simple. 
Any artifact in the territorial 
waters of Aruba belongs to the 
island and only the government 
can issue permits or appoint 
a person or organization 


to engage into any type of 
recovery projects. In this case 
the archeological museum is 
the only government agency, 
which might be allowed to 
undertake such a project. 
Recovery of artifacts in or 
under water must have a well 
defined scientific backing 
and a very extensive outlined 
plan of action is needed and 
supported by a scientific 
proposal. This is particularly 
important if these artifacts 
have been under water for 
over fifty years, because their 
classification can change to 
that of a monument if they 
have been under water for 
more than 50 years. 

Specific laws for marine 
protection are not yet in place, 
but under several current laws 
there is protection against 
for instance spear fishing 
and also salvaging including 
penalties for violation of 
these laws. Aruba is currently 
working on specific laws 
regarding marine protection, 
which should be implemented 
soon, but common sense is 
the key and any person can 
find out information about 
these current laws and can 
access them freely. There are 
several ordinances like; the 
monument ordinance (1991), 
the ordinance prohibiting 
under water hunting devices, 
(2001), the nature protection 
ordinance, (1995), the 
environmental ordinance, 
(1987), and the book of 
criminal law of Aruba, 
(1991), just to mention a few. 
Back in the day of the “Lago 
Spearfishing Society” it was a 
different Aruba. Lish appeared 
to be plentiful and collecting 
under water artifacts such as 
cannons or old anchors was 
viewed as part of the charm 
that went along with that era. 
Today it’s 2010 and Aruba 



still has to join the ranks of 
the countries that protect 
their national treasures 
and particularly their 
underwater monuments and 
or archeological treasures. 
Taking these artifacts out of 
the water not only endangers 
their preservation but the past 
has also showed that many of 
these objects have ended up 
discarded or got “lost” after 
recovery. The sad part is that 
many of these objects never 
made it to their intended 
destination no matter what 
the noble intentions may have 
been. The bottom line is this; 
salvaging is against the current 
laws and until the government 
says otherwise, everybody 
needs to understand that we 
made mistakes in the past 
and if we want to protect the 
marine environment including 
our underwater artifacts we 
need to protect what we still 
have properly. This can only 
be done by following the law 
and have it done properly and 
correctly. Changing times 
require a change in attitude 
and the maturity to accept 
changes. Only then we can 
safely protect these resources 
for the future and work towards 
whatever the common goal is 
for our underwater treasures. 
Whether it’s protection, 
preservation, conversation or 
by honoring our past and the 
memory of those who went 
before us. □

Number of Obese Adults Keeps Rising, CDC Says

America’s waistline 

continues to widen. 

As of 2009, almost 3 in 
every 10 adults (26.7 
percent) is now statistically 
obese, up from 25.6 percent 
in 2007, according to a new 
government report released 
Tuesday. 

The report, from the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC), 
also found that between 
2007-2009, the number of 
U.S. states where at least 
30 percent of the adult 
population is obese had 
tripled to nine from three. 
Ten years ago, no state had 
an obesity prevalence of 30 
percent or more, according 
to the new report. 

“Over the past several 
decades, obesity has increased 
faster than anyone could 
have imagined it would,” 
CDC director Dr. Thomas R. 
Frieden said during a noon 
press conference Tuesday. 
“Obesity has doubled in 
adults and tripled in children. 
We need intensive and 
ongoing efforts to address 
obesity, or more people will 
get sick and die from the 
complications of obesity, 
such as heart disease, stroke, 
diabetes and cancer.” 
Although the federal goal 
of Flealthy People 2000 was 
to have an obesity rate of 
15 percent or less, not one 
of the 50 states managed to 
achieved that goal, Frieden 
noted. 

According to the report, 

2.4 million more American 
adults have reported 
becoming obese since the 
last such survey in 2007. 

In addition, annual medical 
costs linked to obesity 
have soared to $147 billion 
in 2008, the researchers 
say. The care of an obese 
American now costs $1,429 
more per year than that of 


a normal-weight person, the 
CDC team est im ated. 

The data in the report is 
culled from the Behavioral 
Risk Factor Surveillance 
System, which contains 
state-level public health data. 
In a phone survey, some 
400,000 adults were queried 
on their height and weight, 
which researchers then used 
to calculate body mass index 
(BMI). 

Obesity is defined as a BMI 
of 30 or more. For example, 
a 5-foot-4 woman weighing 
174 pounds or more, or a 5- 
foot-10 man weighing 209 
pounds or more would have 
a BMI of 30. 

The new data could still 
underestimate the true level 
of obesity in the country, 
the researchers said. That’s 
because many men and 
women often say they are 
taller than they are or say 
they weigh less than they do, 


especially in self-reporting 
surveys, the team said. 

As a result, the estimate of 
26.7 percent of adults being 
obese is lower than the 
national 2007-2008 estimate 
pegged at 33.9 percent, or 
almost 73 million people. 
According to Dr. William 
Dietz, director of CDC’s 
Division of Nutrition, 
Physical Activity and 
Obesity, the latter (higher) 
estimate came from the U.S. 
National Health and Nutrition 
Examination Survey, in 
which participants’ height 
and weight were actually 
measured by researchers. 
According to this new report, 
obesity is hitting some 
segments of the population 
harder than others. Blacks 
have the highest rate of 
adult obesity at 36.8 percent 
overall, and 41.9 percent of 
black women are now obese, 
the survey found. 


Among Hispanics, the obesity 
rate is 30.7 percent, and 
among whites 25.2 percent, 
according to the report. 
Education may also play a 
role: Almost a third (32.9 
percent) of people without a 
high school diploma are now 
obese, the report found. 

And location seems to be 
a factor, too. In the South, 

28.4 percent of adults are 
obese, while in the Midwest 
the rate is 28.2 percent. In 
the Northeast the rate is 24.3 
percent, and for the West it’s 

24.4 percent. 

Some states seem to be 
faring worse than others. 
While just under 19 percent 
of adults in Colorado are 
obese, that number jumps to 

34.4 percent for adults from 
Mississippi. Only Colorado 
and the District of Columbia 
had obesity rates of less than 
20 percent. 

Initiatives needed to fight the 


obesity epidemic, according 
to Frieden, include: 

Increase in physical activity. 
Increased breast-feeding of 
infants. 

Eating more fruits and 
vegetables. 

Cutting TV and computer 
time. 

Reducing intake of high- 
calorie foods, particularly 
sugary drinks. 

“Obesity is a societal 
problem, and it will take a 
societal response,” Frieden 
said. 

Samantha Heller, a dietitian, 
nutritionist and exercise 
physiologist, said the nature 
of that response isn’t clear. 
“We know we have an 
obesity problem in the U.S. 
The question that frustrates 
health professionals is what 
to do about it,” she said. 
Health education remains 
a critical element of 
behavioral change. Making 
healthy foods available and 
affordable, creating green 
spaces for outdoor recreation 
and community programs 
to support people in need 
of health and nutrition 
counseling are also key 
pieces of the puzzle, Heller 
said. 

“But it is a challenge to find 
the funding for programs 
like these. In this economy, 
people are tightening their 
money belts and cannot 
afford to shell out cash for 
what they perceive to be 
expensive nutrition or health 
counseling. Unfortunately as 
we tighten the money belt, 
we are adding notches to 
the belts around our waists,” 
Heller said. 

It’s not that people are 
contented with being 
overweight, she added. 

“In my experience people 
want to feel good and get 
healthy but do not know 
where to go to get help,” 
Heller said. □ 


HIV-Positive Women Who Want to 
Conceive Feel Stigma: Survey 


Some HIV-positive women who want to have 
children feel stigmatized by their doctors, 
new research has found. 

In the study, Canadian researchers surveyed 
159 HIV-positive women in the province of 
Ontario. Forty-five percent of the women 
were born in Canada, while 55 percent were 
born elsewhere, mainly in HIV-endemic 
areas such as sub-Saharan Africa and the 
Caribbean. 

The study participants were asked about their 
personal background, HIV treatments, mental 
health and whether they felt they were being 
negatively judged by health-care providers, 
family and friends for their desire to have 
children. 

“We do have strong evidence that women 
are feeling they are being judged negatively 
by health-care providers for wanting to have 
babies,” study co-author Trevor Hart, director 
of the HIV Prevention Lab in the psychology 
department at Ryerson University in Toronto, 
said in a university news release. 

Family and friends didn’t play a major role 


in perceived stigmatization, the study authors 
found. 

The study findings, scheduled for 
presentation this week at the International 
AIDS Conference in Vienna, Austria, were 
also published in the June issue of the journal 
Archives of Women’s Mental Health. 

New antiretroviral drugs mean that HIV¬ 
positive women can conceive without 
transmitting HIV to their newborns, and 
health-care providers should know this and 
be informing patients, Hart explained in the 
news release. 

“There needs to be more efforts to make 
physicians aware of the practically nil chance 
of HIV-positive women transmitting HIV 
to their newborns as long as the women are 
continuing to receive appropriate medical 
treatment,” he stated. 

“There also needs to be continuing medical 
education to reduce the stigma perceived by 
HIV-positive women, which will improve 
their mental health and well-being,” Hart 
added. Q

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FTC says computer buyers 
benefit from Intel deal

SAN FRANCISCO - The Federal Trade 
Commission is trumpeting its settlement with 
Intel Corp. as a victory for consumers who 
have overpaid for computer chips for a decade, 
though computer buyers shouldn’t expect a 
sudden drop in prices. 

The deal announced Wednesday represents the 
end to the harshest antitrust lawsuit Intel has 
faced yet from government regulators, and it 
imposes the strictest set of changes onto the 
way Intel does business. 

But any changes as a result of the FTC’s 
actions would likely be gradual, and possibly 
imperceptible, to most people. 

One reason is that the prices for computer chips 
have steadily fallen anyway as technological 
advancements make it cheaper for companies 
such as Intel to make more powerful chips. 
Consumers have gotten used to getting more 
computer for less money every time they go 
shopping. 

The FTC’s case is built on the argument that 
those prices haven’t fallen as fast as they could 
have. It has accused Intel of contributing to that 
by abusing its position as the No. 1 supplier 
of both central processing units (CPUs) and 
graphics processing units (GPUs) to box rivals 
out of the market and stifle competition. 

CPUs are the “brains” of computers and 
are among their most expensive parts, often 
making up about 15 percent to 20 percent of a 
computer’s price. 

GPUs are chips that make graphics look good 
on computer screens. 

FTC Chairman Jon Leibowitz said Intel’s 
behavior stepped well over the line — moving 
beyond “the type of aggressive competition on 
the merits that we all encourage and into the 
realm of unfair, deceptive and anticompetitive 
conduct.” 

Intel has long denied the charges and has pointed 
to the industry’s falling prices as evidence that 
the market is functioning normally. 

Its argument has supporters. 

Last week, the “special master” appointed by 
a federal court in Delaware to oversee class- 
action lawsuits against Intel argued in Intel’s 
favor that consumers have benefited from 
the controversial discounts that Intel gives 
computer makers. The reason? Those savings 
are often passed along. 

Intel’s general counsel, Doug Melamed, said 
the settlement “provides a framework that will 
allow us to continue to compete and to provide 
our customers the best possible products at the 
best prices.” Melamed added that the settlement 
puts an end to the “expense and distraction” of 
the litigation. 

Investors appeared unmoved by the FTC 
settlement, which was expected. Shares fell 
just 2 cents to close Wednesday at $20.73. 

“I think it’s more of a formality than anything 
else and don’t think it materially changes 


the game for anybody,” said Patrick Wang, 
a semiconductor analyst with Wedbush 
Securities. A settlement that didn’t have any 
major surprises “was never going to impact the 
stocks. If anything, it’s a relief.” 

The settlement is a reminder that Wall Street 
cares less about Intel’s antitrust tussles than 
it does the company’s vulnerability to swings 
in the economy and changes in demand for 
computers. 

Over the past five years, shares of Intel, 
a component of the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average, have mostly traded in the $20 to 
$25 range, except for the clobbering they took 
during the worst of the recession, when demand 
for the most expensive types of personal 
computers — and Intel’s most expensive chips 
— nosedived. 

As part of the deal, Intel has agreed not to pay 
computer makers for avoiding rivals’ chips 
or retaliate against them when they do pick 
competing products — things Intel has long 
maintained it wasn’t doing anyway. 

Those were essentially the terms of a $1.25 
billion settlement Intel struck last year with 
Advanced Micro Devices Inc., a key rival 
whose complaints piqued regulators’ interest. 
The aftershocks of AMD’s campaign still 
reverberate: Intel is still contesting a $1.45 
billion antitrust fine in Europe and separate 
cases in South Korea and New York state. 

The FTC deal goes further than previous cases 
in mandating that Intel needs to be friendly to 
its rivals in other significant ways. 

Those include modifying its intellectual- 
property agreements with AMD, Nvidia Corp. 
and Via Technologies Inc. so that those chip- 
makers can more easily do mergers and joint 
ventures with other companies without the 
immediate threat of a lawsuit from Intel. 

That is important because AMD’s recent 
decision to spin off its factories into a separate 
company — which AMD needed to avert 
financial ruin — triggered a showdown with 
Intel over the legality of that move. Intel’s 
leverage over AMD in that matter was key to 
wringing a settlement out of AMD for far less 
money than AMD could have won at trial. 

Jim McGregor, a semiconductor analyst with 
market researcher In-Stat, said technology 
companies have long used such agreements as 
weapons. 

“We’ve seen that over and over again where 
they’ve used that as a hammer,” he said. The 
FTC’s case is a “huge statement to the industry 
that, ‘You’re reaching too far.’” 

McGregor added that chip prices typically fall 
about 20 percent per year, and chip-makers 
try to counteract that by rolling out newer 
products that command higher prices. He said 
the FTC is “reaching a bit” with its argument 
that consumers would see better prices as a 
result of the settlement, adding that “we’ve 
seen dramatic decreases in prices over the past 
decade.” Q

AGING: THE ISSUE OF THE CENTURY

LOS ANGELES - If you think the Mel Gibson 
tapes are the biggest story out here, you would 
be wrong. 

This is the big one: The Los Angeles County 
Department of Public Health last week released a 
study reporting that the average life expectancy 
in the county increased by five years between 
1991 and 2006. The “average” Angeleno in 
the study lived to at least 80.3 years in 2006, 
probably even more now, compared with 75.8 
years 15 years before. 

Those numbers, including the fact that residents ’ 
years of good health are increasing as well, are 
a game-changer. Beginning with health care, 
Social Security, pensions, tax revenues and 
productivity per capita, nothing is going to be 
the same in the 21st century. 

Public health, it could be argued, was also the 
biggest story of the 20th century. American life 
expectancy increased by more than 30 years 
between 1900 and 2000. At the beginning of 
that century, American life spans ranged from 
45 for white women to 30 for black men. The 
reason, according to innumerable studies, was 
better public health, particularly clean water 
and improved sanitation, both important in 
reducing infant and childhood mortality. 

(Note to Tea Partiers: If it weren’t for 
government intervention in public health, you 
would probably not be around to protest that 
government can’t do anything right.) 

To take the most obvious example of game 
change: Social Security. In the good old days, 
most people did not live long enough to collect 
it. Another example: 10 states, including 
California, and numerous foreign countries are 
in the process of raising their retirement ages. 
Now there’s a tricky one. Old folks staying on 
the job can save Social Security, but obviously 
that means fewer jobs for young people entering 
the workforce. 

There will be more of that because there will be 
more old people and, in developed countries, 
many fewer children. The World Health 
Organization has chosen 2050 as the year old 
people will outnumber children around the 


world. In the developed countries, including the 
United States, where people are having fewer 
children, the projection is that by mid-century 
there will be two old people for every child. 
The WHO estimates that the number of people 
over 60 — they have already been bom — will 
increase from 10 percent of world population to 
22 percent. The fastest growing group — again, 
already bom — will be over 80. 

In Great Britain, a Royal Commission 
concluded in 1999, that health care costs will 
have quadmpled by that magic year of 2050. In 
the United States, the Census Bureau projects 
that there will be 1 million people — already 
born — over the age of 100 by that year. The 
number of centenarians today is 71,000. 
“Suppose longevity keeps going up and we’re 
all living to 115,” Ron Gebhardtsbauer told 
USA Today five years ago. “We can’t expect to 
retire at 65 and take our final 50 years off. On 
the other hand, do we want to work until 100 
and have a traditional 15-year retirement?” 
Such arguments will probably dominate 
American political debate for decades. But 
it is obviously another global problem. The 
birthrate is declining not only in developed 
countries. The number of children being bom 
in the poorest countries has dropped from six 
per family in 1950 to 2.5 today. It is fewer than 
two per family in these “developing” countries: 
Brazil, Chile, Cuba, Iran, Thailand and Turkey. 
The Population Reference Bureau reports that 
by 2050 new births will come predominantly 
from Africa (2.1 billion) and Asia (1.3 billion), 
particularly from Muslim countries. 

What’s a rich country to do to maintain its 
lifestyle and standard of living? There are three 
obvious answers: more taxation, rationing of 
medical care, immigration. □ 
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I’m sure that what he wants 
is to be able to end his career 
with dignity. And my hope is 
that it happens.” 

Now Rangel, who is fighting 
the ethics charges, had no 
plans to “end his career” and 
may wonder why the president 
is so eager to usher him off 
stage. 

The Rangel toss comes in 
the aftermath of the Shirley 
Sherrod affair. Though the 
White House and Democratic 
operatives have been 
beavering away, attempting 
to rewrite the history of this 
episode as an example of 
right-wing — specifically Fox 
News — villainy, the tmth is 
otherwise. 

Sherrod was fired, as she 
told it, due to White House 
worries that her story would 
be appearing on the Glenn 
Beck show. It was fear of the 
Beck show, not the actuality, 
that prompted the White 
House’s panicked response. 
Her dismissal came before 
any mention of her name on 
Fox air. 

Sherrod, who has since 
received apologies from the 
secretary of Agriculture and 
President Obama, had ignited 
one of those racial flashpoints 
that Obama seems particularly 
keen to avoid. 

The White House may still 
be smarting from Glenn 
Beck’s successful “outing” 
of Obama’s “green jobs 
czar” Van Jones. But if so, it 
suggests that they misread that 
episode. Last summer, Beck 
discovered and trumpeted that 
Jones had a seriously left- 
wing extremist background. A 
former member of the Marxist 
STORM (Standing Together 
to Organize a Revolutionary 
Movement), Jones was an 
advocate for police killer 
Mumia Abu-Jamal and a 
signatory to a 9/11 “truther” 
petition. The petition called 
upon then-New York Attorney 
General Eliot Spitzer to 
investigate whether “people 
within the current (Bush) 
administration may indeed 
have deliberately allowed 
9/11 to happen, perhaps as a 
pretext for war.” Jones is also 
an African-American, and in 
the wake of the Sherrod affair, 
it’s fair to ask whether that 
fact loomed particularly large 


for the president. 

Jones resigned in September 
2009, presumably 

involuntarily. It had not been 
an easy summer for the White 
House. In addition to the tea 
parties and raucous town hall 
meetings on health care, the 
president had mishandled the 
summer’s racial fireworks 
over Prof. Henry Louis Gates 
Jr. and officer James Crowley. 
Inserting himself gratuitously 
into the controversy, the 
president popped off that 
the Boston police had acted 
“stupidly” in arresting Gates. 
Most Americans disagreed, 
and for the first time since 
his election, the president’s 
approval ratings among 
whites and blacks diverged 
dramatically. The Pew Center 
found that among people who 
had heard “a lot” about the 
president’s intervention in the 
issue, 41 percent disapproved 
whileonly29percentapproved. 
Among African-Americans, 
85 percent registered support 
for the president following the 
incident while only 48 percent 
of whites approved. 

Last fall, Obama leaned 
heavily on New York Gov. 
David Paterson to pull out 
of the race for re-election. 
Paterson was facing ethics 
charges involving an aide 
accused of domestic violence 
as well as some penny ante 
corruption — seeking free 
Yankees tickets. Obama 
intervened to shove Paterson 
toward the door. 

Both Jones and Paterson 
arguably deserved to be 
kicked to the curb, as did the 
Rev. Jeremiah Wright during 
the campaign. But Sherrod, 
as the world now knows, 
did not. And it may be that 
Rangel does not. But in any 
case, it’s beginning to seem 
that Obama has a hair trigger 
where African-Americans are 
concerned. 

If so, he’s overreacting. The 
gabospheremayhyperventilate 
over every fresh racial story, 
but there’s zero evidence that 
race plays any role in the 
country’s reaction to Obama. 
He was wildly popular at 
his inauguration and has 
lost standing as he has a) 
disregarded the electorate’s 
wishes, and b) failed to 
improve the economy. Q

Preocupa a Palmer Influencia 
de Cuba en FFAA de Venezuela 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Un posible aumento 
de la influencia cubana en las fuerzas armadas 
venezolanas preocupa a Larry Palmer, 
nominado a embajador estadounidense en 
Venezuela, quien asevero que las FARC 
mantienen campamentos en ese pais. 

Al responder a un cuestionario durante su 
proceso de confirmacion en el Senado, el 
diplomatico tambien indico que ha disminuido 
la moral entre los soldados venezolanos. 
“Mientras Cuba y Venezuela incrementan sus 
vinculos militares, me preocupa que aumente 
la influencia cubana en las fuerzas armadas 
venezolanas”, respondio Palmer a una de 12 
preguntas que le formulo el senador Richard 
Lugar, el republicano de mayor rango en 
la comision de Relaciones Exteriores del 
Senado. 

Las preguntas y respuestas fueron publicadas 
en el sitio de Lugar en internet. 


“Si bien el gobierno venezolano sostiene que 
la presencia cubana en Venezuela se limita a 
los ambitos medico, educativo y tecnico, hay 
reportes confiables de una creciente cooperacion 
cubana-venezolana en las areas de espionaje y 
en las fuerzas armadas”, agrego Palmer en su 
respuesta. 

El diplomatico dijo estar al tanto “de los 
claros vinculos entre miembros del gobierno 
venezolano y las guerrillas colombianas” 
y sostuvo categoricamente que las “FARC 
(Fuerzas Armadas Revolucionarias de 
Colombia) mantienen campamentos en 
Venezuela”. “Los discos duros de las FARC 
obtenidos por el gobierno colombiano durante 
una incursion en marzo del 2008 en Ecuador 
brindaron informacion perjudicial sobre la
